MTV’s reality show “The Real 
World” is coming to Brooklyn this 
summer — and its seven housemates 
may be inhabiting the luxurious Bell- 
Tel Lofts in not-quite-hip Downtown, 
sources familiar with the discussions 

Construction is going on through- 
out the unfinished Willoughby Street 
building (right) — and a source told 
The Brooklyn Paper that MTV has 
scoutedthe penthouse units as ahome 
base for its cast. 


Filming could start as early as July, 
and MTV producers typically spend 
two months retrofitting the house before 
beginning the four-month shoot. 

Executive Producer Jim Johnston 
confirmed that he has looked at the 
building, though he would not say if 
a lease has been signed. 

“We [do] want to be close to Manhat- 
tan,” he said, but rattled off other areas 
he has explored, including Greenpoint, 
Williamsburg, DUMBO, Park Slope, 
Cobble Hill, Carroll Gardens, Brook- 
lyn Heights, Red Hook, and Coney Island 
(so much for “close to Manhattan”).

THE ‘UNION’ IS PRESERVED 

CB6 OKs liquor license renewal for controversial tavern

Controversial Park Slope 
bar Union Hall moved closer 
to getting its liquor license re- 
newed as Community Board 
6 overwhelmingly voted in 
support of the watering hole 
on Wednesday night. 

The motion was in stark 


contrast to a vote last week 
by the CB6 Land Use com- 
mittee that urged the state to 
deny the extension of the li- 
cense, which expires on May 
31. 

The full board was won 
over by Union Hall’s owners’ 
willingness to meet with its 
neighbors on Union Street — 
an openness to mediation not 


shared by the bar’s foes, ac- 
cording to board members. 

Also persuasive was a video 
that appeared to show one of 
Union Hall’s staunchest crit- 
ics calling in a fraudulent 911 
report that the bar was over- 
crowded. 

“The neighbors did not try 
to mediate in good faith,” said 
Jeff Strabone, a board mem- 


ber. “If I had a problem with 
a business , I would not refuse 
to meet with the owner.” 

But some members sided 
with residents , between Fifth 
and Sixth avenues, who said 
that the bar was inappropriate 
for their drowsy block because 
of the nightly noise stemming 
from the flow of patrons. 

“This is a problem no mat- 


ter how good or nice the own- 
er is,” said Bob Levine. 

This is the second conten- 
tious CB6 deliberation about 
a bar on a primarily residen- 
tial block. 

Last month , the board sup- 
ported a liquorapphcation fora 
raw bar on a residential block of 
Hoyt Street, despite residents’ 
protests.

Alternate-side parking 
suspended for summer 


Alternate-side-of-the-street parking will be 
suspended for months on residential streets in 
Park Slope starting this Monday, May 19 — 
temporarily ending the hassle of moving 

The downside is that there will be only 
limited residential street cleaning this 
summer. 

For car owners, the alternate- side 
parking suspension is like akid’s sum- 
mertime vision of the school burn- 
ing down. The change is necessary 
so that the Department of Trans- 
portation has enough time to 
install signs explaining a set 
of new street-cleaning reg- 
ulations that will reduce 
“No parking” times from 
three hours to 90-min- 
utes on days when 
streets are being 
cleaned. 

Street-cleaning 
rules will also be 
suspended in commer- 
cial zones. When resumed, 
those streets will be cleaned as 
many as six times a week, up from 
four or five, on staggered half-hour clean- 
ing schedules , said Community Board 6 Dis- 
trict Manager Craig Hammerman, who said he has 
been calling for just such changes for 20 years. 

Commonly Board 6 is “the last district in New 
York to go from the three-hour regulation to the 
90-minute regulation,” he said. “We hope that life 
will be made easier, that streets will remain as 
clean as they are, and that ultimately there will 
be less need for vehicular movements.” 

Later this year, the 90-minute “No Parking” 
rules will go into effect in the rest of CB6 — Cob- 
ble Hill, Carroll Gardens, and Red Hook. 

Sanitation Department spokeswoman Kathy 
Dawkins echoed Hammerman, calling the new 



rules “a form of parking relief.” 

“It also gives improved cleaning, overall to the 
commercial areas in Park Slope,” Dawkins said. 

But while the signs are installed — which could 
take a few months, Dawkins said — street clean- 
ing will be suspended in residential zones. It 
will continue in commercial zones. 
That’s frustrating news to Steve Zito, 
the manager of Smiling Pizza on the 
corner of commercial Seventh Ave- 
nue and residential Ninth Street. He 
says he’ll miss the weekly street- 
cleaning on Ninth Street. 

“We do have the side street 
to worry about,” he said. “We 
clean it as much as we can, 
but it helps when [the San- 
itation Department] comes 

Zito’s other concern, he 
said, was where his custom- 
ers would park this summer 
if residents never move their 
cars, and how that could affect 
his business. 

“People do drive in. It’s always 
good to have that option for people to 
have a parking spot,” he said. 

^ Sanitation street sweepers will still 

5 jP work the residential streets, but they won’t 
^ be able to get to the curb most days. 

“We realize that people will probably not 
be moving their cars , but we will be maintaining 
the same cleaning schedule,” Dawkins said. “The 
brooms will go out like usual. When we have curb 
accessibility, we will sweep that area.” 

Curbside garbage pick-up will not be affected, 
she added. 

The changes affect all residential streets in Park 
Slope from May 19 until further notice in the area 
bounded by Pacific Street , Flatbush Avenue, Pros- 
pect Park West, 15th Street and Fourth Avenue.

Walk the walk 
Downtown 

A s a history nerd, I take partic- 
ular interest in knowing the 
stories behind the buildings 
around me. 

Unlike Brooklyn, my former 
neighborhood in Manhattan was 
so crammed with historic markers 
that it’s a wonder anyone could getto 
his destination, what with the wealth 
of information at every turn. 

But Downtown has long strug- 
gledto promote its history — un- 
like maps on the Manhattan side 
of the Brooklyn Bridge footpath, 
ours are covered with stickers and 
gum. And there are no official 
signs pointing confused tourists towards the major sites. 

But the tide may be turning, thanks to a new walking tour 
that can be downloaded into iPods and other digital music play- 
ers. Created by the Metrotech Business Improvement District 
and the Fulton Mall Improvement Association and narrated 
by Brooklyn’s former borough historian, John Manbeck, the 
podcast is 25 minutes (longer, of course, if you stop the tape 
to enjoy the requisite slice of Junior’s cheesecake). 

Sites include Red Hook Lane, a relic of the Battle of Brook- 
lyn; the former 4,000-seat Loew’s Metropolitan movie palace 
(now the Brooklyn Tabernacle on Fulton Street); and the bor- 
ough’s first firehouse on Jay Street. 

I started at Borough Hall, learning about how a “small trad- 
ing town” became the city’s most populous borough. Moving 
down Fulton Mall, it’s interesting to note the lack of any phys- 
ical link to the Red Hook Lane’s illustrious history — unless 
you count the Bank of America on the corner. 

Under Manbeck’s mellifluous command, the walk proceeds 
nicely. But the bad news is that the podcast is only available 
in English, which is hardly lingua franca for tourists. 

So for now, it’s best savored by history nerds like me. 

The downloadable walking tour and accompanying map 
are easily accessible at www.fultonstreet.org.

Minerva can still see Liberty

She conquered the Carthag- 

She massacred the Macedo- 

But Minerva — the Roman 
goddess of war — still needed 
three year’s worth of help from 
her Greenwood Heights neigh- 
bors to finally cut a developer 

As a result, the nine-foot-tall 
bronze statue that has stood in 
Green-Wood Cemetery since 
1920 will not lose its unob- 
structed view of the Statue of 
Liberty, which had been threat- 
ened by a planned development 
on the corner of Seventh Ave- 
nue and 23rd Street. 

With concerned neighbors 
and cemetery officials looking 
on from Battle Hill on May 8, 
workers raised a cherry picker 
to the height of the proposed 
four-story development’s para- 
pet and bulkhead to prove that 
the 11-townhouse project won’t 
block the iconic view. 

And after a three-year fight 
to preserve the gaze between the 
statues, neighbors are pleased 
with the results. 

“It’s a victory for the ceme- 
tery, it’s a victory for the neigh- 
borhood, and it’s also a victory 
for this new development team,” 
said Aaron Brashear of the Con- 
cerned Citizens of Greenwood 
Heights. “There is really no per- 
fect solution, but I think that 
the developer has respected the

wishes of the community and 
the cemetery.” 

Developer Aaron Lebow- 


itz purchased the building last 
spring from Chaim Nassem- 
cweig, whose original Rob- 


ert Scarano-designed project 
faced a groundswell of oppo- 
sition. Scarano’s 70-foot condo 
tower, which included a notch on 
one side that, he said, allowed 
Minera and Lady Liberty to see 
each other, was scrapped by the 
city as non-compliant with ex- 
isting zoning. 

Lebowitz’s significantly 
shorter 46-foot-tall townhous- 
es will infringe slightly on the 
overall vista, but the entire Stat- 
ue of Liberty and its base will 
be visible from Battle Hill. 

“Once I started to talk with 
everyone — the cemetery, the 
community board, the neigh- 
bors, I started to understand their 
concerns,” Lebovitz said. “Then 
they took me up there to look 
at the view, and once I saw it, 
I figured that I’m not going to 
be the one to block it. I’m not 
interested in doing battle with 
all of these people.” 

Lebovitz didn’t want to go 
to battle with the Goddess of 
War, but cemetery officials say 
the war won’t end until the de- 
veloper signs a treaty — err, a 
contract — banning umbrellas, 
chairs, solar panels and satel- 
lite dishes from the roof of the 
building nearest to Minerva. 

“The key now would be that 
agreement to keep things off 
the roof,” said Richard Moy- 
lan, president of Green-Wood 
Cemetery. “The last thing we 
need is to have some big, ugly 
umbrellas blocking the Statue 
of Liberty.”

Drowning In Dirt, Smith Street, Brooklyn 
Dear Drowning: 

As our lifestyles have changed over the past 20 years, America’s need for house cleaning 
technicians have increased dramatically.

Here are some important questions to ask when interviewing cleaning services: 1) Are they 
insured and bonded? 2) How do they hire, and do they do background checks? 3) How are cus- 
tomer complaints handled, and how do they provide quality control? 4) Do they provide the clean- 
ing supplies and equipment? 5) Are they “green minded” and use environmentally safe products? 6) 
Are they flexible with cleaning plans, payments? And a reputable business will stand by guarantees, 
build their business on a reputation of ethics and strong customer satisfaction. 

Making a decision based on a low price often means the level of your satisfaction will diminish.

Banned! Food Co-op no longer bottled up 


Leaders 


W ater, water everywhere 
— but there’s no lon- 
ger a drop of the bot- 
tled variety at the Park Slope 
Food Co-op. 

That’s because the environeu- 
rotics at everyone’s favorite 
liberal grocery store, with its 
13,000 members, have made 
good on their threat to stop 
selling bottled water. 

The last bottle of the per- 
nicious beverage was sold last 
week — the final step in a two- 
year debate that began with my 
seminal column, “H-2-Woe! 
Slope mom wants you to stop 
drinking bottled water” (Aug. 
12, 2006). 

Given the gravitas of this his- 
toric moment and my place with- 
in it, I, of course, was part of 
those final watery sales. (Full 
disclosure: I was only there be- 
cause I was on work alert — 
as always — and was doing a 
makeup shift on May 3. Fuller 
disclosure: That makeup shift 
was on a Saturday night. Full- 
est disclosure: I am a loser.) 

Just four nights earlier, near- 
ly 200 members of the Co-op 
voted overwhelmingly — only 
one lone hand went up in pro- 
test — to stop selling bottled 
water at the store, which is on 
Union Street between Sixth and 
Seventh avenues (and, in other 
words, within walking distance 
of at least 42,645 places selling 
bottled water). 

The arguments against bot- 


ing beef a few years ago, meat 
lovers defended the move be- 
cause only the Co-op could be 
trusted to sell meat from hu- 
manely slaughtered, respectful- 
ly harvested, grass-fed, happy 
cows. So by extension, couldn’t 
the Co-op find an environmen- 
tally sound water? 

Holtz swatted me away like 
a common fly. The issue is not 
only about the environment , but 
about a commitment to a larg- 
er good (like public schools). 

If people keep buying so 
much bottled water, fewerpeo- 
ple will be left to fight for the 
quality of municipal water. That 
quality will, inevitably, decline, 
forcing more people to switch 


to bottled water — which will 
become more expensive as the 
demand for it increases . Under 
that scenario, the poorest mem- 
bers of our society will be the 
only ones left drinking the swill 
that comes out of the taps of the 

Youmight argue, “But where 
does it end?” And the good news 
is that at the Park Slope Food 
Co-op, it never does. Embold- 
ened by the bottled water ban, 
they — and when I say “they,” 

sidering a full ban on plastic 
bags. 

Mark my words: This one 
will pass. After all, a study by 
the Co-op’s “exit and entry ad-

As Fossella keeps quiet, job remains in limbo

sella (R-Bay Ridge) is not only 
fighting his May 1 drunk-driv- 
ing charge in court, but appar- 
ently fighting for re-election.

“He’ll make a decision on his 
own timetable.” 

Friends and GOPinsiders said 
that Fossella is not throwing in 
the towel. 

“I got every indication that 
he plans to run again,” said Guy 
Molinari, Fossella’s mentor and 
former Staten Island borough 
president. 

On the legal front, Fossella 
is decidedly not giving up the 
fight. 

Despite twice apologizing to 
constituents for driving with a 


blood-alcohol level at more than 
twice the legal limit, Fossella 
pleaded not guilty, his lawyer, 
Barry Pollack said. 

But an upcoming trial is just 
one of Fossella’s legal head- 

The House Committee on 
Standards of Official Conduct 
must investigate Fossella — or 
explain within 30 days why it is 
choosing not to. But the com- 
mittee’s spokesperson declined 
to discuss what the ethics body 
has done or will do about Fos- 
sella’s arrest or the taxpay- 
er-funded fact-finding tour to 
France in 2003 where his affair 
with Fay reportedly began.

But Rep. Towns says Clinton isn't 'white' about race

Brooklyn’s two superdel- 
egates whose districts voted 
overwhelmingly for Sen. Ba- 
rack Obama in February’s New 
York primary say they’re still 
backing Sen. Hillary Clinton 
— though one of the uber- 
voters admitted that he was 
“bothered” by the trailing can- 
didate’s use of the race card 
last week. 

Even as Clinton’s chances of 
winning the Democratic nomi- 
nation grow thinner, Reps. Ed 
Towns (D-Fort Greene) and 
Yvette Clarke (D-Park Slope) 
said they remain committed to 
New York’s junior senator. 

“The process is not over,” 
said Towns, whose district gave 
Obama 57 percent of the vote in 
the Feb. 5 primary. “[On Tues- 
day], she won WestVirginiaby a 
2-1 score. If she does that from 
here on in, she can still win.” 

That said. Towns said he was 
“bothered” by Clinton’s recent 
suggestion that Obama could not 
be elected because he did not 
have white support. 

After her narrow victory in the 
May 6 Indiana primary, Clinton 
outraged many Obama support- 
ers — and helped create a mini- 
parade of superdelegates to the 
Illinois senator’s team — when 
she said that “Sen. Obama’s sup- 
port among working , hard-work- 
ing Americans, white Ameri- 
cans, is weakening again. ... 
Whites in both states who had 


not completed college were sup- 
porting me.” 

Many pundits, including ap- 
parently Towns, believed that 
Clinton was playing the race 

“It bothered me because that’s 
not what I’m about,” Towns said. 
“This nation is about ability and 
performance. That’s why I’m 
backing Hillary Clinton — 
and I’m still backing her, even 
though that comment bothered 

A spokesman for Clarke, 
whose district was won by 
Obama with 59 percent of the 


vote, said the congresswoman 
“has not changed her position” 
in support of Clinton — though 
last week, Obama stopped by 
her chair as he took his “vic- 
tory lap” through the House of 
Representatives. 

The pair conversed amiably, 
and Clarke even handed Obama 
a copy of a Daily News head- 
line that read, “It’s His Party,” 
yet the congresswoman was not 
indicating a change of heart. 

That doesn’t mean some of 
her constituents aren’t demand- 
ing that she change her vote. 

“What are you waiting for?” 


asked Arthur Piccolo, a writ- 
er and longtime Clarke critic. 
“Had you . . . endorsed Obama, 
you would be the political queen 
of New York State.” 

If Clarke and Towns eventu- 
ally flip for the likely nominee, 
they would be at the end of an on- 
going trend towards Obama. 

This week, the Obama cam- 
paign trumpeted that he had not 
only closed the superdelegate 
gap, but actually passed Clinton, 
who now has 266 confirmed su- 
perdelegates to Obama’s 283. 

Back in March, Clinton led 
Obama 247-199. 


sible legal battle: one with his 
wife of 1 8 years . She kept a low 
profile this week, too, staying 
cloistered inside her Staten Is- 
land home while her husband 
shuttled between the Capitol and 
his new quarters above his sis- 
ter’s Staten Island garage.

And one Staten Island sup- 
porter has taken it a step fur- 
ther, using his support for Fos- 
sella as a way of promoting his 
own entertainment empire by 
offering to donate space in his 
Manhattan nightclubs for pro- 
Vito rallies. 

“Bill Clinton and Gov. Pat- 
erson are perfect examples of 
how one’s governmental duties 
should not be judged by his per- 
sonal mistakes,” said Fossella- 
and self-promoter John Engle- 
bert. 

But such support is far from 
universal. 

“He should resign,” said Jef- 
frey Hyman, a Brooklynite who 
chipped in $250 to Fossella’s cof- 
fers this March. “It’s the drunk 
driving, which is illegal, and it’s 
a moral issue of not being faith- 
ful to his wife.” 

And a new Web site. Vino 
Fossella.com, is tracking the 
congressman’s travails.

Fossella was forced to come 
clean about his secret life after 
mounting questions about his 
drunk-driving arrest in a Wash- 
ington, DC suburb. When he

The Campaign FinanceBoard 
pounces on such double-dipping 
as possible misappropriation of 
the city’s generous public cam- 
paign funds it oversees. 

Candidates who accept pub- 
lic funds are restricted in how 
they can pay staff. The goal is 
to prevent candidates from lav- 
ishing taxpayer-financed bonus- 
es on their team. 

In this case, James’s cam- 
paign lacked sufficient docu- 
ments to back up five grand it 
paid to Moore’s company. 

Moore’s consulting ser- 


vices came under scrutiny in 
2005, because of his friendship 
with corrupt former Brooklyn 
Democratic Party boss Nor- 
man, who is serving a three- 
to nine-year sentence for ex- 
torting payoffs from judicial 
candidates. In several cases, 
Norman-endorsed candidates 
for judgeships hired Moore for 
campaign work, though Moore 
was never charged with any im- 
propriety. 

In addition to the suspect pay- 
ment to Moore, the Campaign 
FinanceBoard fined James $500 
for paying a campaign fundrais- 
er more than she was contracted 
for. The board tacked on anoth- 
er $200 fine for James’s failure 
to respond to a request for more

Recchia — who didn’t attend 
the endorsement meeting — has 
$325,175 cash in hand compared 
to Harrison’s $91,131, accord- 
ing to Federal Election Com- 
mission records logged at the 
end of March. 

But Harrison, who looked on 
as club members twice recount- 
ed the votes, says he has raised 
about $160,000 - $30,000 more 
than he spent on his entire 2006 
campaign. 

“Does [Recchia] have a few 
dollars more? Sure . But what’s he 
doing with it?” Harrison asked. 
“The simple fact is, he doesn’t 
have what it takes to win the dis- 
trict, and his votes on a num- 
ber of Council resolutions mir- 
ror those of Republicans.” 

Recchia did not return a 
call. 

National party officials say 
that Fossella’s confession con- 
vinced them that the seat — 
which is in a traditionally conser- 
vative district — could be won. 
So now the Democratic Congres- 
sional Campaign Committee is 
paying attention (and money) — 
things it did not do in 2006. 

“Right now, this seat is ripe for 
the taking,” said DCCC spokes- 
woman Carrie James. “The dis- 
trict has been turning Democrat- 
ic and we’re confident that that 
it will keep going that way.”

Windsor Terrace. 

Drug use and promiscuity — the hallmarks of the golden 
age of commune living! — will be purely coincidental. But 
there will be a shared mindset about how to live. 

Marshall and about 20 other families say they want to solve 
what they perceive as the breakdown of capitalist civilization 
by doing more than acknowledging their building-mates with 
a slightly perceptible “New York nod” in the hallway. 

Inside their walls, there will be communal meals, activities 
and relaxation. Members are expected to congregate with the 
group on a semi-regular basis, though there’s no stipulation 
to do so. It’s dorm living — without the studying. 

And without the dorm: Families or individuals who want to 
participate in the co-housing experiment will have to make a sig- 
nificant financial investment. Marshall estimates that it will cost 
$15-$20 million for the building, or around $600,000 per unit. 

The co-housing model emerged in Denmark in the 1970s. 
In the United States, it’s rooted in the blue state bastions like 
Seattle, the Bay Area and college towns. 

Shelling out lots of money to live in a group setting sound- 
ed a bit strange to 1970s-era commune residents. 

“One advantage [of our commune] was that we had three 
families sharing one mortgage,” said Alice Radosh, who lived 
in a Sixth Street brownstone for much of the 1970s. 

Elaine Archer, one of Radosh’s housemates, continues to 
be a proponent of non-traditional housing arrangements. 

“We didn’t focus so much on nuclear families ... so I’m 
glad to see co-housing, because that looks like a different ap- 
proach.” 

As a veteran of both worlds, Radosh reflected on the ben- 
efits of each. 

“With co-housing , you still pretty much run your own house 
— that’s the advantage,” she said. At the commune, “there 
wasn’t the same amount of privacy, but there were a lot more 
services collectively.”

Phone messages left with the Bell Tel sales office were not 
returned. 

The show’s 21st season will air in early 2009 and Johnston 
said he picked Brooklyn for its “cachet” and “vibrancy.” 

“We try to time our visits to when the city itself is a place 
that people are talking a lot about, and it seems like every- 
body is talking about Brooklyn right now,” he said.

Then again, others worried that MTV, whose heyday was in 
the 1980s, was actually signalling that Brooklyn had jumped 
the shark.

Time’s up for Fossella 


S ince meeting reporters on May 2 
— one day after police in Virginia 
arrested him for driving with more 
than twice the legal limit of alcohol in 
his bloodstream — Rep. Vito Fossella 
has been in hiding. 

He has much from which to hide. 

Not only could the drunk-driving charge 
put him in jail for five days, but his sub- 
sequent admission of adultery led to an 
investigation of whether Fossella took ad- 
vantage of a taxpayer-financed “fact-find- 
ing” mission to France to kindle the ro- 
mance. 

It’s no wonder that more and more peo- 
ple are clamoring for the Bay Ridge-Stat- 
en Island representative Fossella to resign. 
Even members of his own Republican 
party are saying he needs to make a de- 
cision soon, if only to allow the GOP to 
pick a candidate who might be able to 
hold onto the only Republican congres- 


sional toehold in New York City. 

YetFossellahas gone into hiding — and 
indeed is giving some indication that he 
actually intends to run for re-election. 

If the congressman wants to run for re- 
election, that is certainly his right. Some 
people might relish the spectacle of a cam- 
paign featuring a self-professed “law and 
order,” “family values,” “fiscal conser- 
vative” candidate who was arrested for 
driving drunk and then had to admit that 
he sired a child with his mistress whom 
he romanced on a taxpayer-financed jun- 
ket.

If Fossella runs for re-election, the cam- 
paign is likely to revolve around his fail- 
ure as a husband and his drunk-driving 
arrest — hardly the much-needed debate 
about the important issues facing our na- 


GOP officials have said that if Fossella 
runs, they won’t put up a challenger to 
force him into a primary — thus depriv- 
ing that party’s voters of a chance to se- 
lect a stronger candidate. 

Last week, this newspaper called on 
Fossella to resign at once because his 
office has been consumed by the scan- 
dal and is not serving its constituents. A 
Fossella resignation before July 1 would 
empower Gov. Paterson to call a special 
election to choose a representative to serve 
out Fossella’s term. 

That’s certainly better than the alter- 
native: Fossella clinging to power, avoid- 
ing any discussion of his legal and mor- 
al failings and his long support for the 
disastrous Iraq War and other question- 
able White House policies. 

Everyone, Democrats and Republicans, 
would be better served if he’d just get out 
of the way.

Or that he swal- 
lowed them (saber-like?) within a bun (and 
was it a top-sliced or side-sliced bun)? 

I guess my gripe can be summedupby say- 
ing that people no longer seem to care about 
writing crisp, clear sentences that express a 
direct idea. This may be a side effect of the 
e-generation where people just dash off quick 
text messages without much thought. Quick 
text messages are fine and so are paint-spat- 


tered jeans. But not for all occasions.
